I.C. 36-1-1.5-3 for the purpose of effecting such acquisition; and 
WHEREAS, the Board of Public Works has employed the Fort Wayne 
Redevelopment Commission as its agent in the negotiation for and purchase of 
such real estate, relocation, environmental remediation, demolition, and other 
functions in aid of acquisition and site preparation; and 
WHEREAS, the Board of Public Works has adopted resolutions 80-146-11, 
80-194-7, and 81-30-9 accepting the Redevelopment Commission's 
recommendation to acquire a total of twenty nine (29) parcels of real estate for 
the project; and 
WHEREAS, the Redevelopment Commission has identified an additional 
parcel for acquisition; and 


WHEREAS, the parcel is described as the south two hundred fifty (250) feet 


of the north three hundred twenty five (325) feet of lot number six (6) in Eliza 
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Hanna Sr.’s subdivision to the City of Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana, 
excluding the south forty seven (47) feet thereof; commonly known as 330 South 
Clinton Street, or the old Indiana Army National Guard armory; and 

WHEREAS, the Redevelopment Commission anticipates making a purchase 
offer jointly with Allen County, wherein Allen County will offer to purchase the 
south forty seven (47) feet of the property; and 

WHEREAS, the Redevelopment Commission has retained an independent 
state licenced MAI appraiser for the purpose of reviewing an appraisal of the real 
estate paid for by the State Armory Board, which appraisal was itself the work of 
three local MAI appraisers; and 

WHEREAS, the Redevelopment Commission recommends that the maximum 
offering price for the real estate be established as $29,255.00, which price 
represents the allocation of value of the City’s portion of the real estate 
determined by the review appraiser. 

WHEREAS, the Board of Works has adopted Resolution 82-195-7 approving 
said parcel of real estate for acquisition. 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Indiana Code 36-1-10.5-5 et seq. the Redevelopment 
Commission may not proceed with the acquisition process on behalf of the Board 
of Works until the approval of Resolution ___ By this Common Council; 
and : 

WHEREAS, this Common Council has reviewed said Resolution and desires 


to approve same. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL

SUBJECT: Acquisition of the Real Estate for Headwaters Park 
BACKGROUND 


The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission has entered into an 
intergovernmental agreement with the Fort Wayne Board of Public 
Works to act as the Board's agent for the acquisition of real 
estate for the Headwaters Flood Control and Park project. Under 
the terms of the agreement, the Redevelopment Commission is also 
authorized to carry out any necessary business relocation, 
environmental remediation, and demolition, and other activities in 
aid of site preparation. To date the Board of Works and the Common 
Council have approved twenty nine parcel of real estate for 
acquisition. Headwaters Park is requesting the acquisition of an 
additional parcel, described generally as the south two hundred 
fifty (250) feet of the north three hundred twenty five (325) feet 
of lot number six (6) in Eliza Hanna Sr.'s subdivision to the City 
of Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana, excluding the south forty 
seven (47) feet thereof; commonly known as 330 South Clinton 
Street, or the old Indiana Army National Guard armory. on 
Wednesday, March 20, the Board of Works adopted Resolution 82-195-7 
provisionally approving the acquisition. 


The armory was appraised at $410,000. The State Armory Board has 
allowed the following deductions: 


$410,000 Appraised value if site cleared 

-133,000 Estimated cost of armory demolition 

- 12,000 Estimated cost of maintenance bldg. demo. 
Estimated cost of environmental remediation 

-170,250 if structures are demolished 

$ 94,750 Adjusted cost of the armory 


Of the $94,750, the City's cost is $29,255 for most of the land and 
the armory itself. The balance, $65,495, is Allen County's cost to 
acquire the south forty seven (47) feet of the property. The 
City's cost is lower because most of the demolition and all of the 
environmental remediation costs are attributable to the armory 
itself.

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The proposed resolution approves, ratifies, and confirms the Fort 
Wayne Board of Works Resolution 82-195-7 which provisionally 
approves the acquisition the aforementioned real estate. 


RE ENDA

that it can be made part of the Headwaters project.
